LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  February  6  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  have  shown 
only  sporadic  activity,  though  buying  interest  is  said  to  be  more  general. 
Prices  have  changed  very  little  from  the  previous  week  so  far  as  basis 
is  concerned,  with  the  exception  of  inch  and  three  sixteenths,  which  has 
advanced  approximately  50  points. 

*  *  * 

"There  has  been  very  little  activity  in  Pima  cotton  this  week  and  prices 
on  it  have  remained  unchanged  from  the  previous  quotations. 

"More  interest  in  California  staple  cotton  was  aroused  this  week  by  the 
arrival  of  a  steamer  from  the  Pacific  Coast  carrying  a  large  cargo  of 
California  staple  cotton  for  consignment  to  New  England  mills.     This  cotton, 
which  ranges  from  inch  and  three  thirty-seconds  to  inch  and  five  thirty- 
seconds,  is  available  25  to  50  points  under  the  price  of  Mississippi  Delta 
cotton  of  the  same  grade  and  staple  length.    Some  of  the  mills  are  finding 
that  they  can  use  it  very  nicely  if  it  is  not  mixed  with  other  cotton.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  February  20  states  as  follows: 

"Demand  for  extra  stanle  cotton  became  more  general  throughout  New 
England  cotton  consuming  centers  during  the  past  week,  and  actual  trading 
turned  upward.    Sales  were  not  very  large  individually,  but  they  were 
sufficiently  numerous  to  make  a  very  substantial  total,  and  in  some  types 
tJ  ;  demand  was  so  substantial  that  offering-  were  no  more  than  sufficient 
to  meet  it,  and  prices  gained  25  to  5u  points.

"There  has  been  very  little  doing  in  Pima  cotton,  but  offerings  of  this 
year's  crop  are  still  being  ^uoted  here  at  30  to  30g  cents  for  number  ones, 
18  to  28^  cents  for  number  twos  and  26g-  to  27  cents  for  number  threes.

MILL  CONSUMPTION  IN  TEE  UNITED  STATES  OF  PIMA  'AND  IMPORTED 
EGYPTIAN  COT  CINS  FOR  JANUARY,  1938 


The  Bureau  of  the  Census  reports  mill  consumption  of  American-Egyptian 
(Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  January  as  377  bales  of  500  pounds 
gross  weight,  compered  with  569  bales  in  December  and  594  bales  in 
November.    The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is  reported 
as  having  been  4,264  bales  in  January,  compared  with  4,310  bales  in 
December  and  5,052  bales  in  November.
